CREAMERY SUPERVISION. 

Without a rigid system of gradfng it might 
be necessary to-deprive many creameries of 
the use of the brand during certain months of 
the winter, when the creameries, owing to 
exceptional difficulties, | frequently produce 
butter of inferior quality. Under the con- 
ditiong which the Department of Agriculture 
have in contemplation a creamery could not 
be deprived of the brand until the inferior 
butter had gone into consumption in Great 
britain. Mere examination of an occasional 
package at the source’ of origin, or at 
surprise competitions, or in uireat 
britain, would be of little use there 
.° as a check upon a particular 
creamery. On the other hand, with grading 
a creamery would receive prompt notincation 
by wire or letter of defects in any consign- 
ment, and could remedy these defects at once. 
fhe mere fact .that the manufacturer knew 
that his consignment of butter wag to be ex- 
amined would, in most cases, be sufficient to 
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induce him to put forward his best, efforts to ; 


turn out the choicest article, and he would not 
be likely to affix the brand to butter which 
he knew was not up to the required score. 

Grading. would eliminate disputes as to short 
weight—a common cause of trouble and frie- 
tion—and it would be a complete check on 
excess moisture or other abuses. It would 
give an exporter of any class of butter an 
opportunity of having his butter examined, 
and of selling it on the grade certificate or 
score, None of these advantages is secured 
by the alte: >otive proposals. 

“ARMY OF OFFICIALS,” ° 

EXamination in creameries, in transit, by 
surprise Inspections or otherwise than at the 
ports would mean an army of officials, and it 
would still be ineffective for the protection 
of the brand. The only way to induce or 
compel improvement at the source is to make 
the dishonest, careless, or inefficient maker 
feel. his position .immediateély through his 
poeket, which is the only argument which 
the majority of such makers will appreciate. 

Notwithstanding that the New Zealanders 
are working under serious disadvantages, such 
as their creameries purchasing cream instead | 
i whole milk, want of Bha vane round 
dairying, and remoteness from their principal 
markets, they have, by means of grading, 
acquired a foremost position on the Britigh 
markets, obtaining prices which at the present 
time are equal to Danish, and are seldom 
less by more than a few shillings per cwt. 
The quality of their produce is now admitted 
by most good judges to be equal, if not supe- 
rior, to the best produced in any other coun- 
try, not excepting Denmark. 

Among the misleading and inaccurate re- 
presentations made to the Agricultural Com- 
mission by witnesses opposed to grading was 
the statement that the Departmgnt’s alterna- 
tive proposals would cost only £3,000 to 
£4,000. The cost would be more likely five 
times greater. At the very lowest twenty 
oe would he employed, whose salaries 
and travelling expenses would cost over 
£12,000 per annum. There would, in addi- 
tion, be the cost of permanent examiners at a 
central station, carriage on sample packages, 
reirigeration, rent, etc., and, with all this 
only a small fraction of the butter exported 
‘ould undergo examination. Beveral con- 
siguments would go through without any in- 
spection, and in such cases the improper use 
of the brand would not be discovered, except 
in the comparatively few cases in which it 
would be complained of by the buyer in Great 
Britain. With grading, however, the butter 
bearing the brand could not pass into the 
hands of the buyer in Great Britain without 
being detected, and without an opportunity 
veing given of having the mark removed. 
‘he grading of the exported butter bearing 
the brand would not cost more than £8,000.

_ (rading has also the advantage that it can 
be put into operation immediately. 

In the methods proposed by some official 
and semi-official witnesses before the Agri- 
cultural.

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A- HOUSING SCHEME. 

(TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—For a long time we have been hearing 
of great building schemes iu order to provide 
houses for the workers in this Pree State of 
durs. Corporations, county and Urban district 
councils, architects, politicians, trade union 
leaders, etc., have all step nto the Press 
‘* firing line,” got rid of the stipulated num- 
ber of ‘‘rounds” and retired. But, sir, 
where are the houses for the homeless? 

Many months before his untimely and sad 
death, the late Michael Collins. said that it 
was time we gave up talking and got to work. 
Have our great men of to-day taken the 
advice? I am afraid they have not. In fact, 
at times I begin to doubt if there is any real 
truth in this great shortage of houses ai all. 
Reading some letters and statements, one 
would expect to find families camped under 
railway arches or some such places, and yet 
it ig not so in either town or country. I 
have no doubt that there are very many bad 
cases of overcrowding. Our. councillors say 
that the great obstacle which stands across 
the road to constriction is cost. Hence we 
have the cry, from one end of our land to 
the other, of lower wages. 

I think that there is no need for construc- 
tion. Have we not enormous accommodation 
in our military barracks, not only in Dublin, 
but throughout the country? Now. that peace 
has come back to us, surely our Government 
is not going to ealist large armies for no 
other specific purpose than to hold possession 
of these buildings. Take, for example, May'- 
borough Barracks. Have we not from time 
to time looked upon  high-coloured town- 
planning schemes, but where will you get a 
acheme to beat these barracks, well and 
atrongly coustrected, with detached blocks, 
high, airy rooms capable of any adaptation 
at a very smal) outlay, and within a stones 
throw of tramway services’ Lav out the 
drilling square in garden plots, and let the 
— and fork be heard at work instead of 
the rattle of accoutrements. Would not. such 
a scheme as this relieve pressing needs at low 
cost and, when let at small rents. turn these 
buildings fron: a money-consuming concern 
into a productive one, which, I am sure, the 
over-burdened taxpayers would appreciate?

My own experience is| that retailers 
da not stock Irish goods, as thay might; and 
I cannot satisfy myself that their failure to 
do so is entirely due to the prejudice of their 
customers. Take as an instance matches, the 
we and price of which are fairly constant. 

n how many shops will you be handed a 
box of Paterson's’ I have beéén into five 
with an unlighted cigarette before I could 
light it with an Irish match. 

My own impression is that there is some- 
thing wrong in the relations between manu- 
facturers and retailers rather than either 
prejudice or default on the part of the; con- 
sumer in such cases as the matches which I 
have cited and the boots which Miss Somers 
cites. There are, of course, other cases where 
the quality is deficient or the price excessive. 
The remedy for that seems to be in the hands 
of the manufacturer.—Yours, eic., :

According to the last 
available returns (1897) the ratable valuation 
was £836,845. 

Travian GoveRNMENT AND Moror Racrxnc.—

Madonie circuit, over which the motoring 
races for the Internationa) Cup and. the 
Florio Shield are run.—(Reuter.) 

New Stamp Boox Issug.—The British Post- 
master-General announces that a new type 
of stamp book, with a blue cover, and con- 
taining ten lid., six Id., and six id. stamps, 
is now obtainable at post offices, price 2s. 
The old type of stamp book, with a red cover, 
and containing eighteen 1jd. aud six each of 
ee id. stamps, will continue to be issued 
at 3s. 

Franco-British Lawn Tennis—The annual 
lawn tennis match between teams representing 
Paris and London will take place this year on 
the covered ts of the Tennis Club de 
Paris on Marc , 28, 29, and 30, provided 
that these dates are approved by the visiting 
team. Up to the outbreak of war the two 
teams had won an equal number of victories, 
but Paris was the winner in 1921, 1922, and 
1925.—(Reuter.) 

Gutr oF Fintanp Ice-Bounp.—The Gulf of 
Finland ig ice-bound as far as Aland, states 
a Reuter’s Helsingfors message. In the open 
sea off the Gulf of Finland, but not in the 
Baltic, there are slight accumulations of ice, 
while the waters close to the ice belt along 
the coast are, thanks to the northerly winda, 
clear. Traffic with Helsingfors is being main- 
tained with the assistance of ice-breakers. 
Lhe Gulf of Bothnia is closed to navigation. 

Surrocatep sy Om Fumes.—Major Wilfred 
C. Humphrey, Royal Engineers Staff, Col- 
chester, was found dead in bed at his apart- 
ments in Mersea Island on Friday morning. 
He was suffocated by fumes from an oil lamp. 
The Major, who had a long record of meri- 
torious service in India and in the West 
Indies, took a keen interest in the develop- 
ment of Mersea Island, where he had built 
two houses. 

HuncAry’s Traps. — Hungary's foreign 
trade figures for 1925 show that imports 
totalled 35,500,000 quintals and exports 
12,100,000 quintals. í the imports timber 
represented 20,000,000 quintals and coal 
nearly 8,000,000 quintals. The exports in- 
cluded 2,500,000 quintals of coal as reparation 
deliveries to Yugo-Slavia. The exports of 
cattle decreased 50 per cent. as compared with 
1922, but the figures for wheat were doubled.

— The 
Echo dea Sporta, Paris, announces that no de- 
cision has yet been taken as to whether 
France will send a team to take part in the 
Five Nationa cross-country contest at New- 
castle. The cost of sending a team of nine 
men to England is reckoned at 35,000 francs, 
and as no Government subsidy is likely to be 
forthcoming, it is suggested that an appeal 
should be made to all French sporting or- 
anisations, and especially to the Union of 
‘rench Federations of Athletic Sports, to 
bear part of the cost.—(Reuter.) 

ALLmGED Income Tax Fravps. — At Marl- 
borough street, London, Police Court on Satur- 
day, Noel Blake Ducker, 28, a company 
director, of Hampstead, was commit for 
trial at the Old Bailey on charges of conspir- 
ing to defraud the Inland Revenue of large 
sums in respect of income tax and excess 
profit duty, due from Inecto, Limited, 4 com: 
pany dealing in toilet preparations. Bail was 
allowed in two sureties of £1,000 each and the 
defendant himself in £2,000. The proceed- 
ings have extended over eighteen months 
owing to the defendant having to undergo 
sanatorium treatment. 

German Seamen Reparriatep.—On Saturd ry

SIGNOR ORLANDO SPEAKS. 


IT ret 
MR. WILSON & ITALY’S 
~ CLAIM TO FIUME., 


ROME, February 8. 

In reply to inquiries as to his views on the 
interview attributed to Mr. Lloyd George, 
Signor Orlemdo, who was head of the Italian 
Delegation to the Peace Conference during 
the period referred to, said that President 
Wilson gave up his opposition to M. Clemen- 
ceau’s plans for: the occupation of the left 
bank of the Rhine in otder to secure the 
latter's support for his own scheme against 
Italy's agptations in regard to Fiume. He 
says that President Wilson obstinately 
opposed any French occupation of the -Rhine- 
land until April 12, 1919, when a meeting of 
the “Big Four’’ was held, at which it was 
that} the German delegates should 
be summoned’ to Paris on April 22. “The 
a very stormy one,” Signor 
Orlando. rs, “because I declared with 
emphasis that it was impossible to summon 
the German delegates until the essential pro- 
blems of Fiume and Dalmatia were solved. 
Finally, it was decided to postpone summon. 
ing the German delegates until April 25, 1919, 
President Wilson undertaking to devote the 
interval to the discussion of Italian pro- 
blems.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd George left for London imme- 
diatgly after this sitting, and did not return 
to Paris until April 18. 

Signor Orlando recalls his struggle against 
President Wilson to obtain Fiume, but says 
that both his opponents were inflexible. e 
situation became very strained. France and 
Great Britain declared themselves ready to 
observe the Pact of London, but pointed out 
that Fiume had not been assigned to Italy. 
The Italian delegate found himself faced with 
a dilemma to choose between Fiume and the 
Pact of London. Eventually he chose the 
Hinges hoping to negotiate regarding Fiumie 
ater. 

‘This decision,’ Signor Orlando says, 
“was communicated to the Council of Four 
on April 19th, and produced a deep impres. 
sion, because the Allies were obliged to apply 
the Pact of London in its entirety, notwith- 
standing all opposition. All this happened 
on April 19th. On the following day Presi 
dent Wilson granted M. Clemenceau what he 
had until them strenuously refused—namely. 
consent to occupy the Rhineland. On April 
25rd President Wilson hurled at me the 
famous message which virtually placed Italy 
outside the conference. The deduction from 
these dates is obvious. My great apprecia- 
tion of the high intelligence of Mr. Lloyd 
George forbids me to believe the naive state- 
ment attributed to him, that President Wilson 
vielded on the matter of the Rhineland, 
which was the gravest problem discussed in 
Paris, on condition that M. Clemenceau 
stopped the anti-Wilson campaign in the 
French Press. He played for higher stakes, 
and desired to support M. Ciemenceau in the 
pitiless war he was waging against lialy, and 
also to isolate me even from my Allies 

‘* This was the most critical moment of the 
great historical tragedy of the Peace Con- 
ference. Italy suffered severely and unjustly 
its more immediate consequences, but even 
mógpe severe and permanent is the danger to 
the peace of the world. Italy has now won 
her desired boundarv. Monte Nevoso and 
Fiume are at last Italian, but other questions 
connected with the Versailles Treaty are stil! 
a festering sore in the very heart of Europe.”’

During these recent-days the hearts of 
those who can recall the great age of 
Rugby football in Ireland have been 
galloping at a rare pace. Sudden hopes 
/took. shape’ that the golden years were 
about to return and that victory might 
perch upon our banners after a long and 
dismal period of unsuccess.. Since the 
war—for reasons entirely honourable to 
the class from, which our Rugby players 
are drawn—Iveland has fared ill in the 
international contests. As Sir John Mahaffy 
used to say, however;:this is a country 
where the ‘unexpected happens more 
frequently than the inevitable. Certainly 
“it happened a fortnight ago at Lansdowne 
road when our team beat the French, who 
had deteated the Scotsmen soundly in Paris. 
The feature of the Irish victory was the 
brilliant re-discovery of the Irish forward 
game; and immediately, as it seemed, all 
things became possible. Ireland had not 
beaten England for thirteen years; but 
now the Irish forwards had “come back,” 
and the crowd which gathered at Belfast 
last Saturday -was a crowd of optimists. 
We record elsewhere the story of high 
hope and sad disappointment. For those 
who waited in Dublin the suspense was 
coloured by a rich variety of emotions. 
The halftime score showed that the Irish 
forwards had taken command of the game. 
Then a long delay, filled with roseate 
speculation, brought the result. It was a 
bitter blow. Our team, having controlled 
triumphantly three-quarters of the game, 
had failed by a few fatal minutes to “stay 
the course.” The English defence was 
magnificent and the English quality of 
coo] and patient opportunism won the 
day. Yet this defeat leaves our gallant 
fighters “bloody, but unbowed.’’ They 
have revived great traditions and have 
opened a new chapter in the history of 
Rugby football in Ireland. 

Some people will say that this strain of 
writing over-tates the importance of a 
mere game. The criticism would hold, 
no doubt, in the case of most games; but 
we think that at this time and for this 
country Rugby football is a real influence 
in nation-building which is by no means 
| unworthy of the attention of statesmen 
and politica] philosophers. IJmprimis, it 
is the cleanest game in the world; it 
teaches youth to be “fit,” to discipline its 
strength, to take hard knocks with good 
‘temper, and to keep cool heads in swift 
emergencies. We are surprised that no 
master of letters has described some great 
Rugby player as Wordsworth described his 
“happy warrior’’ or Hazlitt the most 
famous of all handball players—who, by

+} remember that Rugby is played in a 


hundred Irish schools we can begin to 
appreciate its value as a training in 
citizenship. In the next place, Rugby 
football is one of our few national institu- 
tions that ignore politics. On Saturday 
last men of the Free State and Orange- 
men shouted “ Up Ireland !” cheek-by-jowl 
at Belfast and for one day the Northern 
border vanished from the map. If this 
cosmographical phenomenon should happen 
only thrice in seven hundred years, like 
the opening of the temple of Janus, the 
fact would suffice to establish Rugby s 
ptimacy among Irish games. Finally, 
the great pastime, though its rules are 
of the strictest, lends itself wonderfully to 
the display of national characteristics. 
Englishmen, Irishmen, Scotsmen, Welsh- 
men and Frenchmen impart to it their 
‘own authentic genius. Did not the game 
at Belfast reveal all the most important | 
- secrets of English and Irish history? Since 
the peoples have much to learn from one 
another, and since mankind will not 
prosper till they are well instructed, we 
can say that international Rugby is more 
than a game: it is a process of training 
for the federation of the world, Whatever 
may be our fate in the coming matches 
with Scotland and Wales, the game's 
future in Ireland is assured ; and the team 
which has achieved this result is no mean 
benefactor of the nation.

The Cost of “ Zoos.”’ 


The London “Zoo” has been engaged 
in the process of stocktaking. The value 
of its living stock is estimated at more than 
£26,000. This total covers nearly £20,000 
for mammals, over £4,000 for birds, more 
than £1,000 for reptiles and £300 for fish. 
Elephants are valued at £300 to £1,000 
apiece. A fine Indian rhinoceros is worth 
£700—rather more than one of thé African 
species, which is less hardy in captivity. 
A good hippopotamus is rated at £800, and 
apigmy, rarer but more delicate, at £500. 
Lions, though only Dublin has the secret 
of breeding them in eaptivity, are priced at 
not more than £100 for good specimens.

Dame Clara Butt and Ysaye had an im- 
mense audience at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, 
for their joint recital on Saturday—one of 
the series of ‘‘ Celebrity” concerts. Besides i 
the usual public portions of the theatre, the 


section of the audience, very sma 
being left for the performers. 


It was an énjoyable recital, satisfying to 
people who like to see “ celebrities,’’ and are 
specially gratified if they perform ‘some well- 
known numbers: pleasing, at the same time, 
to those whose interests are more severely 
musical. 

Those of the former class who were there 
can now boast that they have heard Dame 
Clara ' Butt sing Litidle’s “ Abide with me” 
and Sullivan’s “ Lost Chord.’" They must 
also have seen with interest the wonderful 
way of getting in. Ae ‘with a great audience 
that is possessed by Dame Butt after her 
years’ of experience of singing to vast 
audiences in all parts of the world.. She ap- 
peared almost in the character of a gracious 
hostess, pleased in the pleasure of her guests. 
The words of eighteen songs that are her 
renertoire for the present tour were printed 
in the programme. At her entrance. after 
acknowledging the applause of welcome. she 
announced the numbers @nd titles of those 
which she was about to sing; and, somehow, 
in the tone of those few words of announce- 
ment she bound her listeners in friendliness.

That little display of ‘‘ personality ” seemed 
to fix the character of the recital. The ease 
which marked her manner of address to the 
audience extended to her singing. Dame Clara 
Butt sang songs that one has heard finely 
sung by others, but sung as if wonders were 
being done—with an air, say, of fussiness. 
She, as it were, took them in her stride. She 
has, of course, a wonderful voice, exceptional 
in range of tone and volume. How easily in 
the first bars one heard from her she took 
that great ascendng scale at the opening of 
Respighi’s ‘‘ Nebbie!’” . How well within her 
measure was that gloomful utterance of woe 
to which almost any other artiste would have 
to impart violent emphasis! . How readily 
she delivered those two Brahm's songs— 
‘* Sunday ” and ‘‘ The Forge’’—to which less 
magnificent singers struggle to add subtleties ! 
Rachmaninoff’s “In the Silent Night,’’, sung 
in Russian. concluded that first display of 
Dame Butt's great powers.

The most interesting of the six numbers she 
sang at her second appearance was * Soft- 
footed Snow,” by Sigurd Lie, in which her 
breadth of style was shown finely in the way 
she bound together the long winding sentences 
of melody.

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Ysaye satisfied the hearer with that same 
air of easy mastery. which pleased in the 
singer. Although he performed a number of 
pieces that teem with executive difficulties, he 
showed never a trace of fussiness. Everything 
seemed to come in his stride, too. The 
Veracini Sonata came from a contemporary of 
Bach: in most essentials composers of that 
time knew as well as those of the twentieth 
century how to let the violin display its 
character. Ysaye’s playing suggested to his 
audience that the music holds a greater con- 
tent of romance than one looks for as a rule 
in those early technicians. At his-later ap- 
pearances ‘saye played Saint - Saen’s 

‘Havanaise,”’ an arrangement by himself of 
a Chopin Valse, and the Vieuxtemps Ballade 
and Polonaise. The two encores he played 
were both little comenenare of his own. The 
first, which he has ea ed ' ‘Réve d’Enfant,’ 
is a charming little piece-designed to show 
the sweeter tones of the violin; the other— 
‘Lointain Passé’’—exhibited various acgilities 
of fingering and bowing.

LORD SUFFIELD. 

Lord Suffield died early on Sunday morning 
in a London nursing home, to which he was 
taken recently.

THE DEAN OF C 'ARLISLE. 


Dr. Hastings Rashdall, Dean of Carlisle, 
died at W orthing on Saturday morning. Dr. 
Rashdall was a son of the Rev. J. Rashdall, 
Vicar of Dawlish, and was born in 1859. . He 
was educated at Harrow and New College, 
Oxford, graduating in 1881 with a second class 
in Literae Humaniores and gaining the Stan- 
hope Prize and the Chancellor’s English Essay. 
He held a long series of educational appoint- 
ments, beginning as lecturer at St. David's 
College, Lampeter, and continuing as tutor 
and chaplain at the University of Durham. 
He returned in 1888 to Oxford, where he be- 
came a Fellow and Lecturer, first at Hertford 
and then at New College. - He-was preacher at | 
Lincoln’s Inn from 1898 te 1903. 

In 1910 Dr. Rashdall was appointed a Canon 
of Hereford, and seven years later he was ap- 
pointed to the Deanery of Carlisle, which he 
held at the time of his death. His best- 
known published works are “ The U niversities 
of Europe in the Middle Ages,’ ‘‘ Doctrine 
and Development, '' Conscience and Christ,” 
and “The Idea of Atonement in Christian 
'Theology.” Dr. Rashdall was married in 1905 
to Constance, daughter of the late Mr. H. F. 
Makins. 


BISHOP OF HEXHAM AND 
NEWCASTLE. 


The death occurred on Saturday morning of 
Dr. Collins, Roman Catholic Bishop of Héx- 
ham and Newcastle. Dr. Collins was ordained 
in 1885, and was attached to missions in 
County Durham. He was consecrated Bishop 
Auxiliary by Cardinal Bourne in 1905, and 
became Bishop of Hexham and Newcastle four 
years later.

The coming week will be a most interest- 
ing one; for to-morrow at two momentous 
atherings decisions will be made.

With regard to the dockers’ trouble th;

The New Government. 


On Tuesday the country will be faced 
with a Socialist Party in power in Parlia- 
ment for the first time in its history.

Ramsay Macdonald has had a peaceful 
fortnight to form his Government and to 
do in haste some things which might have 
been better done at leisure; but he now 
has to meet a formidable opposition in the 
House of Commons, with a Liberal Party 
on his right hand, waiting until it thinks 
the proper moment has arrived for his 
political execution. When that moment 
will come nobody can say, but. it seems 
unlikely that the Conservatives will help 
the Liberals to bring | it about without very 
good reason. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is 
expected to make an important speech 
after the question hour on Tuesday, when 
he will outline the programme which he 
hopes to carry through.

BALTIC PEACE. 


THE WARSAW CONVENTION. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovr Own CorRESPONDENT. 
WARSAW, Sunday. 

The establishment of permanent peace in the 
Baltic States is the paramount aim of the 
Convention which opens at Warsaw on Mon- 
day between representatives of Poland, Latvia, 
Finland, and Esthonia. These four countries 
will also attempt to establish commercial 
accords: between themselves, and will discuss 
the question of econdmic relations with the 
Soviet Government. The Foreign Minister, 
Count Zamoyskt, of Poland, who will preside 
at the confeyence, has arrived at Warsaw, 
with a staff of economic and financial experts, : 
and the Ministers of Commerce and Industry. 

The representatives of the three countries 
will not arrive until Monday morning. 

The Baltic Conference will, in the opiuion 
of the Warsaw newspapers, propose co-opera- 
tion with the League of Nations in the solu- 
tion of the many problems which face the 
smaller countries of Europe. All the represen- 
tatives have expressed themselves in favour 
of the adoption of meagures that would make 
war in the South-Western European States 
impossible. Just what these measures will be 
is not known. It is also thought that the 
conference will plan another similar meeting, 
at, which the Soviet Government will be re. 
presented.

D’ANNUNZIO’S SON 


WANTED ON CHARGE OF 
- MANSLAUGHTER.

Gabriélino D’Annunzio, son of the poet and 
novelist, is wanted by the police in connec- 
tion with the accident which occurred during 
the filming of Quo Vadis, when one of the 
27 lions ‘which are supposed to attack the 
Christian martyrs, leaped into a crowd of 
supers and killed a man, while 10,000 looked 
on in horror. ' 

After taking the scene of Nero’s vestal 
virgins at the Patricians’ enérance of the 
Coliseum, the camera man began ‘on the roar- 
ing lions and. trembling Christians. The 
Christians were on a platform 12 feet above 
the lion pit.. Suddenly a lion jumped on to 
the platform where young D’Annunzio was 
directing the praying martyrs. 

The beast seized ong man and sank his 
teeth in his neck, tearing his jugular vein. 
The victim fell into the lions’ pit. Herr 
Schnéider, the. owner of the lions, and his 
wife. jumped into the pit and drove off the 
other 26 lions; which were growing restive 
and ‘threatening to attack the crowd. One 
camera man added to the panic by finng a 
revolver and wounding a lioness. 

‘D’Annunzio and two other cinematograph 
directors fied from Rome yesterday. They 
are charged with involuntary manslaughter.

DIRECTOR’S SUICIDE.

For some time past M. Massiot had been 
showing signs of great mental depression, 
The closing of the. bank increased the strain 
to breaking point, and, after having ex- 
hausted all his personal resources in erder to 
meet as far as possible his business obliga- 
tions, he went down to the banks of the 
Loire, and, at a spot known as “ the Promised 
Land,” threw himself into the water. His 
overcoat, stick, gloves, and cuffs were later 
found on the bank.

The forcible establishment of a Greek Re- 
public seems imminent. 

‘On his own initiative General Condolis, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army and head of 
the Republican movement, has brought to 
Athens from Salonica the Cretan Regiment, 
which is known to possess violent Republican 
sentiments. Other loyal regiments are said to 
be arriving to-day and to-morrow. 

The programme of the Militant Republicahe 
is to overthrow the weak Caphandaris Cabinet 
in the Assembly early this week by proclaim- 
ing the abolition of the Dynasty, and ‘hen to 
establish a Republic by foree or by an 
arranged plebiscite a few ny later. ; 

In the hope of saving the Caphandaris Cabi- 
net and his scheme for an honest plebiscite, | 
understand that a long declaraion will be iead 
in the Assembly on Monday by Deputy 
Venizelos, in which he will say that the only 
hope for a Greek Republic being recognised 
and being given loans by England and 
America is to establish the Republic through 
an absolutely square and orderly plebiscite, 
with a revised election list. He is con- 
vinced that 70 per cent. of the National yote 
will be Republic. 

The Greek Army is so bitter against the 
Dynasty that it is insisting on the Assembly 
proclaiming its immediate abolition, and they 
are refusing to compromise on this point. The 
Republican Army officers are threatening: to 
establish a military dictatorship to carry’ out 
their programme if necessary. | 

Some eighty members have announced their 
intention to speak in the debate on the 
Dynastic question. It has, therefore, been 
decided ‘to hold all-night: sittings, and it is 
hoped the vote of confidence will be taken by 
Thursday.—(Reuter.) 


RUSSIA WANTS BIG 
LOANS. 


EFFECT OF BRITISH 
RECOGNITLON. 
———— 


RIGA, Sunday. 

M. Krassin has published an article on the 
situation, arising out of the British recogrii- 
tion of the Soviet Government. It is devoted 
principally to the question of loans or credits, 
without which, he maintains, any profitable 
development of relations on a large scale will 
be impossible. 

Great Britain, although greatly shaken by 
the consequences of the war, remains, Krassin 
writes, economically the strongest European 
Power. Therefore. closer relations with her 
are of paramount importance for Russia. He 
repeatedly lays stress on the uselessness of 
small sums on short term. Russia must. have 
loaus amountng:to tens of millions of pounds, 
so arranged that she does not begin ‘paying 
interest for some years, and does not have to 
redeem the loans for some decades. These 
loans she must use to revive agriculture, 
transport, and industry, and these restored 
Presources must then supply the means to pay 
the interest and redeem the loan, because it is 
useless to expect payment from the States’ 
other over-burdened resources. 

Of late, Krassin states. Russia has had no 
cause to complain of British obstructon of 
trade, but the recognition gives greater se- 
curity, and improved prospects. It will also 
facilitate. the arrangement of concession 
grants. Russia ig willing to discuss old debts 
and claims, but only on such a basis of reci- 
procity. He expects the whole series of re- 
cognitions by other States, on the part. of 
which indifference to Great Britain’s privi- 
leged position would be tantamount to econo- 
mic suicide. 

In conclusion, Krassin declares that, Soviet 
Russia will not accept any loans without first 
being certain how she is going to obtain the 
means to redeem them. The Central Com- 
mittee has temporarily smothered the open 
expression of opposition, but two distinct and 
conflicting official voices are now heard in 
Moscow. 

Zinovieff, Kameneff, and the Stalin 
triumvirate, who are the real dictators of the 
country, openly assure their home audiences 
that they are undermining every non-Com- 
munist Government, important or unim- 
portant; that their preparations for world 
revolution are nearing completion; that soon 
they will move their heavy reserves, their 
Oriental millions, against the world’s oppres- 
sors, and hoist the Red Flag of revolution 
and peace everywhere. 

Meanwhile, Krassin, Rykoff, Tchicherin and 
other so-called economists are. merely decoys, 
addressing soft words to Western ears, de- 
manding big long-term loans and credits, and 
promising scrupulous observafice of obliga- 
tions the fulfilment of which, according to 
the triumvirate’s expressed convictions, will 
be prevented by a universal Communist revo- 
lution.—(7'imes telegram.) 


ZINOVIEFF’S POLICY, 


“ CLEANSING ” OPERATIONS. 
: RIGA, Sunday. 

The following news from Moscow has been 
received here:—At & meeting of the Com- 
munist Executive Committee, Zinovieff stated 
that it was imperative to follow Lenin's tac- 
tics, and they must at all costs get closer to 
the peasantry, even if force were necessary, 
and put the Mensheviks and Social revolu- 
tionaries in prison. 

He further warned the Opposition that their 
acting contrary to the Central Committee's in- 
structions was endangering the whole Com- 
munist. Party and Union of Soviet Republics. 

Zinovieff foreshadowed great ‘“‘ cleansing” 
operations, involving the extensive exclusion 
of the Opposition from the Communist Party. 

Referring to the discussions that were dis- 
turbing the influence of the Red Army and 
the State Political Department, he declared 
that if thev were allowed to continue they 
would involve the total destruction of the Red 
Army and the State Political Department. 

The Executive passed a resolution ordering 
the Provincial Communist branches to cease 
quarrellin’, and observe the strictest party 
discipline.“ .In this way the Executive is 
forcibly endeavouring to quash the workmen's 
democracy: withm the party, as extremely 


hampering to the leaders.—(Reuter.)

AGREEMENTS RATIFIED. 
SOFIA, Saturday. 

By a big majority, the Sobranje to-day 
approved the Government’s foreign policy as 
set forth in the Foreign Minister's speech on 
Friday last. The resolution before the House 
stated, inter alia, that the Sobranje approves 
the Government’s policy, aimed, as it is, at a 
loyal and pacific understanding with all States, 
especially those neighbouring on Bulgaria. The 
bill ratifving the conventions and agreements 
concluded with the United States and Yugo- 
Slavia, and the clauses of the Treaty of Lau 
sanne concerning the Greco-Bulgarian and 
Turco-Bulgarian frontiers, was carried unani- 
mously by a show of hands. 

In his speech, winding up the debate, Dr. 
Tzankoff, the Pritne Minister. reiterated that 
the Government’s foreign programme was 
based on the observance of the Treaties of 
Peace. Bulgaria, he said, was precluded from 
playing a big part in the world affairs. She 
was anxious to find loyal friends, more 
especially among her neighbours, who would 
respect her dignity. The present Government 
were not responsible for the misunderstand- 
ings which: had been accumulating for half a 
century between Bulgaria and Yugo-Slavia, 
and the Government would work to remove 
them. He associated himself with M. Kalfoff 
in his appeal to all good citizens *o support 
the Government in its effort to pffromote good 
neighbourly relations al] round.—(Reuter.)

“DROPPING PROTECTION.”

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
resolution passed by the Lancashire Conser- 
vatives, at their meeting on Saturday, 
observes :—Nothing whatever occurred to 
affect the certainty that Mr. Baldwin will be 
confirmed as Conservative Leader this after- 
noon; or to modify the policy which he will 
place before his followers to-morrow. The 
whole question of that policy, so far as pro- 
tection is concerned, has lately been confused 
by two lines of argument which are mutually 
destructive, and both superficial. The result 
of the general election, while it cannot even 
plausibly be interpreted as a vote against a 
Protection which is not sufficiently thorough- 
going, was certainly no condemnation of the 
Protective system which has actually been in 
existence since the war, with the concurrence 
of all parties. 

To “drop Protection ' outright might con- 
ceivably furnish the Conservatives with an 
effective and simple popular appeal, but it 
would involve a retreat far beyond the 
position from which Mr. Baldwin 
launched his ill-fated campaign in October. 
It would mean the repeal of the Safeguard- 
ing of Industries Act, with its discriminating 
and most successful application of the pro- 
tective system in individual cases. It would 
mean acquiescence in the whittling down of 
the resolutions of the Imperial Conference. 
It would mean, in short, the admission that 
free trade is a sacred principle, to be pursued 
under all conditions, instead of being [at the 
best) an expedient system for these islancs 
under conditions which do net, in fact, pre- 
vail in other parts of the world. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that the Conservative Party 
will nite at their meeting to-morrow to 
interpret the result of the election in the 
only way in which it can fairly be inter- 
preted—namely, as an unmistakable verdict 
against the introduction of a general tariff 
under existing conditions. 

Their proper position in this matter, which, 
after all, is not the whole business of Con- 
servatism, is the point at which they stood 
immediately before the Plymouth speech. At 
that time, not merely their own party, but 
(with the exception of a few doctrinaire 
free traders) the whole country was in favour 
of the miaintenance of the McKenna duties 
and of the Safeguarding of Industries Act. 
In other words, while free trade remained 
the established fiscal system, there was 
general agreement that in special cases, and 
in view of existing conditions in the world 
outside, that system admitted of exceptions.

ANXIETY ABOUT THE RUIER. 

In a message from Paris last night, The 
T'imes Correspondent states that on his return 
from London Lord Crewe visited M. Poinearé 
at the Quai d'Orsay.

Indeed, in 
sóme quarters M. Poincaré is blamed for yi 
ing way all along the line.

There is no doubt that the personal posi 
tion of M, Poincaré has been rather badly 
shaken, and among the rumours of the week- 
end is ene which attributes to him the inten- 
tion of bringing about an earlier dissolution 
of the Chamber than has been hitherto ex- 
pected.

NATIONALIST TACTICS, 


The situation in India is such as to call for 
a few words from the Prime Minister when 
he addresses the House to-morrow, remarks 
The Times, editorially... Thé demand there 
for an expansion of autonomous powers is 
becoming more general and more persistent. 
It gave rise to an interesting debate in the 
Delhi Assembly on Friday, and 3t has also 
impelled a large section of the Independent 
Party to throw in their Parliamentary lot 
with the Swarajists. It does not necessarily 
follow that the Independents will all become 
extremists; it is conceivable that some of the 
Swarajists may become more moderate. It 
also remains to be seen whether the combina- 
tion will stand the strain which it puts on 
party loyalties. Assuming that it endures, 
its immediate effect will be to give the com- 
bined Swarajists and Independents a majority 
of one in a erucial division in which every 
vote in the Assembly is recorded. 

All Indian parties and groups desire some 
further stage of self-government, without 
watting for the expiration of the interval of 
ten years, which was originally intended for 
the trial of the new Constitution. But the 
tactics which the Nationalists, the new 
Indian coalition calls itself, propose to em- 
ploy will not further that object. They 
threaten, in fact, to refuse Budget supplies, 
unless the overhauling of the present Con 
stitution is immediately begun.

Nobody 
was between him and his try, but Harry 
Stephenson did probably the most spectacular 
thing of the day when he dashed across from 
the other wing and just tackel the English 
three-quarter too late to prevent the score. 


A GREAT GAME, 


The game was over. England had won by 
fourteen points to three. But it was a great 
game, in which the Irish forwards proved that 
the blood of the old giants still flows in their 
veins and that Irish Rugby is as healthy as 
ever it was, A cleaner game never has been 
played. It was in striking contrast to the 
French match at Lansdowne road, and English 
and Irish alike agreed that it was worthy of 
the finest traditions of the finest of all forms 
of competitive sport. 

The English were the more finished team, 
and if Hamilton-Wickes only was a substitute, 
one trembles to think what his principal must 
he like. Chantrill is an excellent full, while 
Corbett and Jacob are as good a pair of 
centres as one wants to see. Catcheside as th 
auccersseur d' Alexandre (Anglice: of C. N. 
Lowe) had a difficult task to perform, but he 
never made a mistake, and ran with great 
resolution. Young was marvellous. That is 
enough to say about him; and if Myers did 
net come up to our great expectations, I sus- 
pect that a knock om the head which he got 
early in the game interfered with his game 
rather seriously. The forwards were uni- 
formly good. Of course, Wakefield and Voyce 
are in a class by themselves, but in Clinch, 
the Collopys, Hallaran, and MacClelland they 
had foemen worthy of their steel. 

The pick of the Irish backs. again was H. 
W. Stephenson, who was as goed as any of 
the Englishmen. Clarke surprised everybody 
by his great display behind the scrum, and 
George Stephenson, Wheeler, and Douglas 
piayed as well as anybody could have ex- 
pected. We were. beaten squarely; but cer- 
tainly we gave the English something to think 
ahont, and there will be some dour faces 
among the Scottish supporters when the 
green jerseys take the field at Inverleith.

AN ENGLISH VIEW. 


TRIBUTE TO THE IRISH 
FORWARDS. 


BY FRED DARTNELL. 
. England won their match with Ireland at 

Bellast by 14 points to 3, which rather 
suggests a fairly comfortable victory. Only 
those who were there, however, will know 
low falsely this. margin reflects the real 
aspect of the game. For at least 50 minutes 
out of the 80, the winners were in the most 
desperate straits, and if Ireland had had a 
back division equal to their forwards, the 
fuial figures would probably have been more 
than reversed, 

The issue was fought between the Irish 
forwards, heroes every one of them, and the 
English backs. The speed and the skilful 
enterprise of the latter turned the scale in 
the last ten minutes. With so much play 
each side had scored a try, and the result 
depended whether one or the other would 
give way under the tremendous pressure. 

Ireland was the first to flag, and the 
English backs, hitherto cribbed, cabined and 
confined by the Irish frontal onslaught, got 
the freedom for which they had been long: 
fng. In the last eight minutes three dramatic 
tries were scored by England, and the match, 
which had held hitherto such _ palpitating 
moments of bright expectancy for the Irish 
supporters, died away on a wave of disap- 
pointment, although the spectators were very 
generous in their appreciation of the victors. 


HOMERIC STRUGGLE. 

England got the first try after ten minutes’ 
play, and it showed the crowd the possibility 
oi the English attack that was so splendidly 
revealed later on. Owing to Locke's injury 
the selectors had settled the problem at three. 
quarters by putting Jacob at centre, with 
Hamilton-Wickes as his left wing, an accus- 
tomed position for the Cambridge man. 

When Young got the ball away to Jacob, 
the Oxford man cut through the Irish 
centres with delightful judgment. He haif 
cave the dummy in so doing, and when 
having run 20 yards he gave Corbett a fine 
pass the way was clear for the Bristol man 
to get over with a dash that made it un- 
necessary to call upon the speed of his sup- 
porting wing—Catcheside. Luddington found 
the angle too difficult for conversion. Then 
the Irish forwards came out in their true 
colours, battering and pressing England back. 
again and again on their own lines. 

Six minutes after Corbett’s try the 
equaliser came. Some desperate struggling 
“occurred five vards out against England, the 
hall trickled reluctantly from the heels of the 
Irish pack, and with Collopy, picking it up, 
snapped a pass to Douglas, the left wing, 
who hurled himself over for a try. Craw- 
ford, like Luddington, failed to score, and 
‘then for the next 50 minutes or so we had a 
Homeric struggle with the Irish giants in 
beal dictating matters.. It was fierce war- 
are, 


THE WROMG POLICY. 

The Irishmen shoved our forwards in the 
ecrum and beat them in the loose, but they 
made the mistake of keeping the ball too 
much to themselves. There were two periods 
of a quarter of an hour each when England 
were penned in their own half; yet whenever 
the English backs got away they always 
looked. far more dangerous the green- 
jerseyed phalanx, who did everything but 
score, and who were so foolish ag to mistrust 
their own backs. The play of the Irish for- 
w was magnificent, but it was the wrong 
policy to starve the rearguard as they did. 

Rngland, pushed and tossed about in the 
sea of trouble, no doubt. received some stiffen. 
ing of spirit from the fact that the nse 
superiority of the Irish pack was so sterile of 
results. They held on wearily, yet de- 
terminedly, in the hope that the Sresking

England were kept for 15 minutes after 
the start of the second period in their own 
half, and once, three men to beat only 
Catcheside and Chantrill, Gardiner passed all 
too soon to the wing, and threw away a try 
that would have given Ireland the lead. 

Chantrill, the English full-back, gave us 
the shivers once by clearly shying at an 
overwhelming push, and again by fly-kicking 
recklessly, and then, when Corbett had made 
a clear opening for Jacob, the latter knocked 


on. 
TURN OF THE TIDE. 


Blunders of handling were made, and no 
wonder, in the breathless turmoil of the 
game; but the marvel is that there were not 
more of them. In the meantime we waited 
and waited for the relaxing of the Irish pres- 
sure. It was bound to come. No human 
beings could go on keeping up the terrific 
efforts which the Irish forwards made. 

Ten minutes to go, and the tide turned. 
It was a bad kick by Crawford upon which 
it depended. The Irish full-back, suffering 
from a touch of lumbago, had been slow and 
uncertain. His kick failed to find touch, 
and Chantrill, scenting a chance, dashed up 
the field some thirty yards, and then handed 
on the mission to Jacob. 

The Irish backs, instead of tackling the 
Oxonian, fell back, uncertain, and a neat 
pass enabled Hamilton- Wickes to cut inwards, 
and swerve past Crawford for a wonderful try. 
Chantrill made a wretched attempt to convert, 
but five minutes later Young, taking 
the ball from Corbett close up, sent Catcheside 
over for yet another try. Conway added the 
extra points. 

Five minutes to go, but Ireland were not 
done with. H. Stephenson got away on the 
right, and everybody stood on their toes to 
see the fun. He was brought down by 
Hamilton-Wickes, however, and then two more 
dashes were made for the line. Crawford 
failed to get a good kick to touch, and 
Catcheside gathered the ball and began run- 
ning from just outside his own “25” on a long 
touch-line gallop for the Irish line. 
Stephenson, on the far side, saw the danger, 
and went away racing diagonally at top speed 
across the field for his man. It was a 5re'wh- 
less chase, watched by the other players, and 
although the Irishman got his hand on 
Catcheside, the latter was just able to struggle 
over for the fourth try, Conway failing o woal 
with the last kick of the match. 


THE BEST PACK. 


IT cannot say too much about the Irish for- 
wards—surely, the best international pack of 
the day. They beat us in the line out, the 
scrums and the loose, and were only inferior 
to England in heeling. Crichton, Halloran, 
R. Collopy, and Clinch, especially the last- 
named, were Superb. 

England played second fiddle forward, and 
this fact should not be ignored. Wakefield, 
Conway, and Robson—who played for Edwards 

with Blakiston were the best, but England’s 
best was not good enough. and with clever 
backs opposed to them goodness knows what 
might have happened. Young and Clarke had 
a rare struggle at scrum-half. The Irishman 
was very good, but not so clever an opportu- 
nist as his rival. Eddie Myers did too much 
futile barging. in the thick of an opposition 
that tackled far too well for its success 

Corbett was the best of the English threes, 
kicking beautifully, and playing with a dis 
tinetion reached. by no other man in the game. 
Jacob was not always certain, but Hamilton- 
Wickes was sound, and sometimes brilliant. 
Catcheside, with a couple of tries, passed with 
honours, and proved satisfactory in defence. 

Of the two full-backs Chantril] was respon- 
sible for the movement that turned the tide in 
England’s favour, but was far from safe, al- 
though he was better than Crawford, who has 
rarely played so poorly for Ireland. The 
Stephensons were rather wasted on their wing 
so far as attacking was concerned. In de- 
fence they were rather responsible for Eng- 
land 's second try being scored. Gardiner and 
Douglas, with few opportunities, did fairly 
well, but their tackling was excellent. Mr. T 
Vile refefeed admira ly, while the Scottish 
pipers lent a musica) air of neatrality to the 
occasion. ° 


COMMENTS FROM THE. 
LONDON PAPERS. 


The Irish forward very nearly came into 
his own once more; but, although he 
accomplished wonders and stayed at least a 
quarter of an hour longer than anyone had 
the right to expect, he and his side were 
beaten in the end by 14 points to 3. England, 
as one fully expected would be the case; had 
their bad moments—some of them very bad, 
indeed—and, in fact, had barely one-third of 
the offensive play; but the forwards held out, 
and the backs, by seizing nearly every chance 
that came their way, contrived to score four 
tries to Ireland’s one. During the first half 
of the game England were in the direst 
straits most of the time, but they had two 
clear chances to score, and took one of them 
brilliantly. Ireland all but over-ran their 
opponents, but had neither the luck nor the 
finish to score more than once. England 
continued to be a struggling side for nearly 
half an hour in the second half, one terrific 
period of pressure lasting nearly twelve 
minutes, and the excitement can be imagined. 
Then, and then only, did the Irish pack relax 
their efforts, and for the first time the 
English backs were given room in which to 
move—and think. The result was a goal and 
a try in qnick succession. Even then the 
match was not quite over, for the Trish backs 
at last came to the reseue of their tirin 
forwards, and again the side experience bad 
luck in not scoring a try. No wonder the 
15,000 spectators were hoarse at the end of it 
all, for there had been a hundred incidents, 
and an Irish Rugby crowd is not content to 
cheer one team.—(Zhe T'imes). 

Five times out of six the Irish pack got 
the ball from the scrums, but their outsides 
could not get through, having neither the 
pace nor the cleverness of the English hacks. 
In sheer desperation, the Irish forwards 
tried to break through by physical effort, but 
the Englishmen stuck to their task heroically, 
and gradually wore them down. One felt 
sorry for the Irish forwards. They beat the 
Erglish eight. Of that there was no doubt. 
But the finishing power was lacking.— West- 
minster Gazette, 

One scarcely knows which to admire most— 
the grand forward rushes of the Trish pack 
or the dogged defence of the English team.

TEN MONTHS’ REVENUE. 
The account of the Northern Ireland 
Exchequer for the ten months ending the Slst 
January is published in the current issue of 
the Belfast Gazette. The balance in the 
chequer. on : the Ist April last was 
11,263. The total revenue received in the 
ten months was £15,085,282. Of this, 
£898,294 was transferred tax revenue, includ- 
ing £373,000 estate, etc., duties; £224,000 
stamps, £197,982 motor taxes. The reserved 
revenue was £7,960,000, including £4,480,180 
Customs and Excise, £2,831,987 Inland 


Revenne. The non-tax revenue § included 


£625,566 from land purchase annuities, and 
British grants-in-aid, amounting to £1,100,000 
towards cost of speeial police, £750,000 for 
criminal injuries, and £182,781 for unemploy- 
ment relief schemes, while other receipts in- 
cluded £661,000 raised upon Ulster Saving 
Certificates. The total expenditure was 
£12,984,097, leaving a balance in the Ex- 
chequer on the 3lst January of £101,185. The 
principal items of the expenditire were :— 
£906.000 for old age pensions, £1.281,000 for 
Special Constabulary, £277,000 for criminal 
injuries, £217,000 for unemployment relief 
grants, £1,501.000 for Ministry of*Education, 
£627,200 for Post Office (léaving a surplus of 
£8,500 on this service), £355.000 loans to 
unemployed fund, £227,500 issues under 
Housing Act, while the Northern Ireland's 
Imperial contribution for the ten months was

From six to twelve shots were discharged 
in Spain’s direction while he lay on the 
ground. One caused a superficial wound in 
his shoulder. Another shot, unfortunately, 
found its billet in the body of poor Miss 
Ryan, as the result of which she died after 
an operation, within a week or ten days, in 
the infirmary. One man, after attacking 
Spain, ran after he had fired, and at a dis- 
tance of five or six yards Spain fired, @ound- 

x and felling the man who was the prisoner 
Tobin. Tobin was found wounded on the 
spot and was taken into military custody. 
As regarded Tobin, theretwould be very little 
<ificulty in concluding that there was a 
prima facte case against him. The State 
Solicitor said that he did not propose to con- 
clude the case that evening. He would ask 
for a week’s remand, when further evidence 
would be brought forward. 

There was also a charge against the accused 
of shooting at Lieutenant Spain with intent to 
kill, at the same time and place. 

Lieutenant Spain described the attack, as 
outlined by the State Solicitor, adding that 
when the attack opened Miss Ryan was 
ordered to keep quiet by the attackers. When 
Yobin fell wanda. witness, although himself 
wounded, never let him out of his 
sight until Tobin was taken into mili- 
tary custody. Witness was not on military 
duty at the time, and the night, though dark, 
was not very dark. Witness could not 
identify the other attackers at the time. 

Replying to his Worship, witness said that 
he did not see Miss Ryan bemg shot, but he 
subsequently saw her in the house in Wilkin 
street where she was lying wounded. 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dy. Mary Strangman, Waterford, who 
attended Miss Ryan immediately after the 
shooting, said that she found Miss Ryan 
suffering from a punctured bullet wound in 
the left side of the abdomen. She was in 
considerable pain, and in a state of collapse. 
Witness had her removed at once to the In- 
firmary, where she was operated upon. 

Cross-examined by Mr, P. R. Buggy, for 
the accused, witness could not say at what 
level the fatal bullet was fired. 

Dr. Hogan, Resident Surgeon, Waterford 
Infirmary, stated that it was found necessary 
to operate on Miss Ryan. He found six 
perforations in the small intestine, as well as 
a large external wound, all of which were un- 
doubtedly caused by a bullet fired from a 
revolver. There was no exit wound, and the 
bullet was not located in the body. The 
main object of the operation was not so much 
iinding the bullet,as ascertaining the immediate 
necessities of the patient. Had she not been 
that night. No post-mortem examination was 
operated on she would probably have died 
ihat night no post-mortem examination was 
performed. Witness would not care to give 
an opinion as to the range or level of the 
bullet. 

Cross-examined, a post-mortem or X-ray 
examination would reveal the bullet.’ 

Dr. Ridgeway, Visiting Surgeon, agreed 
with the evidence of the previous witness. 

This was all the evidence tendered, and 
accused were remanded for a week. 

Joseph Leahy and James Fowler, Crooke 
road, Passage East, and William Jones, 
Chapel lane, Waterford, were charged with 
the murdgr of John Evory, at Passage East, 
on 8th January, 1923. 

After formal evidence of the arrest by 
Superintendent Hallinan, Waterford, accused 
were remanded for a week. The two 
accused men made statements when arrested. 
Fowler said—‘‘ I was in bed the same night, 
and don’t know anything about it.” Leahy 
eaid—‘‘I had no more to do with it than 
those in Heaven. I was in bed that night 
at half-past nine.” Jones said—‘‘I have no 
statement to make.” ' 


FEVER IN CONNEMARA. 


A MOBILE HOSPITAL 
SUGGESTED. 

At a meeting of the Galway Central Hos- 
pital Committee on Saturday, the Chairman, 
the Very Rev. Dean Hynes, D.D., mentioned 
that on the previous day he had had an inter- 
view with Dr. Stephenson, of the Local 
Government, Board, who suggested that the 
Galway Board of Health might consider the 

vacticability of setting up a fever hospital in 
Connemara, in view of the recurring outbreaks 
of fever. 

The Secretary said that no matter in what 
part of Connemara an hospital was established 
the district was so wide that there still would 
be many areas as far removed from the sug- 
gested new hospital as Galway. To deal 
effectively with Dounamern-it would be neces- 
sary to have five fever hospitals within a 
radius of twenty miles. A 

The Chairman said that the system of 
taking the patients from Connemara to Gal- 
way in the motor ambulance was the best 
possible one under the circumstances. The 
patients suffered the minimum of discomfort. 

The Secretary said that in two years there 
were only 50 cases of fever treated in the 
Galway Hospital, and only five deaths. 

Canon McAlinney said there was not & 
single case of fever in nine years in the College 
of Spiddal. | 

The Chairman said these were important 
facts to mention in view of statements which 
appeared in the Press that Connemara was a 
hotbed of fever. That was not the fact. 
It had been suggested to him that the estab- 
lishment of a mobile hospital might meet the 
¢ase. He suggested that the matter be 
hrought before the Board of Health for con- 
sideration. 


THE TOWN TENANTS BILL, 


Presiding at a meeting of the executive of 
the All-Ireland Town Tenants’ League in 
Dublin on Thursday last, Mr. P. J. Carolin 
said that he was pind to note the progress 
that had been made with the Town Tenants 
Bill. It would be well, he remarked, if town 
tenants realised what fair rents, fixity of 
tenure, and a fair settlement of the question 
of responsibility for repairs would mean to 
them. It was their duty to help the executive, 
financi and in every other way possible, 
towards speeding the bill to success.

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POSITION OF IRISH EX-WAR 
DEPARTMENT WORKERS. 


A proposal for the amendment or deletion 

of the section of the Unemployment Insurance 
Act of 1920 which debars from benefit workers 
for whom no contribution has been paid in 
any insurance year until at least twelve con- 
tributions are paid, inclusive of those prior 
to the insurance year in which there were no 
yments, was adopted. at a meeting of -the 
x-War Department Workers’ Association at 
the Trades Hall, Dublin, on Saturday. 
The Association was started in December, 
1922, on behalf of persons dismissed by the 
British Government “ by reason of the change 
of Government in Ireland, and for no other 
reason... Its membership throughout the 
country numbers close on 35,000, the majority 
of whom are now unemployed. None of the 
members, excepting the few who may have 
obtained situations, were able to stamp un- 
employment cards from July, 1922; to July, 
1923, and, as this is a full insurance year, they 
are disqualified from benefit: The members 
complain that the same will be the case when 
the present insurance vear terminates. i 
The Association feels. that some exception 
should be made for its members, and has ad- 
dressed commnnications on the subject to the 
Irish Free State and British Governments.

PROBLEMS OF SOUND, 
———— 


COMING EXPLOSION TEST ON 
Me HUGE SCALE, 

The International Committee dealing with 
the problem of the propagation of sound 
waves in air will repeat, during the spring, 
the experiment carried out by them at Olde- 
broek, Holland, in September, 1922, when 
five t@ns of perchlorate of ammonium were 
exploded. It is understood, however, that 
as. the results from*Oldebroek were not as 
satisfactory as was expected, the locale for 
the coming experiment will be as near to the 
centre of France as possible, so that there 
will be listeners scattered over thousands of 
square miles of lend in every direction. 

The Dutch explosion was heard in Austria, 
Germany, France, and at many places in 
England and Scotland, the sound penetrating 
the greatest distance towards the south-east, 
well over 500 miles. Normally sound travels 
in air at about 1,090 feet a second, but reli- 
able records of the Oldebroek explosion gave 
values ranging from 843 feet to 1,667 feet a 
second. It would seen. that the larger values 
were dependent on the sound waves being 
accelerated by the wind, while the lower 
values’ sugg 
upwards to a height of some forty miles, and 
were then. bent backwards to the earth. 

Preparations are being made to organise 
reliable “‘listeners-in” at the time. of the 
French explosions It is hoped to gain, much 
knowledge ón this occasion concerning the 
constitution of the upper air and how different 
conditions influence sound propagation in the 
atmosphere. |
